During the past year 119 children were committed to Refor- 
matories; 93 of these were sent direct under the new Act, 56-57 
Vic., chap. 48, and the remaining 26 were sent to prison for short 
sentences not exceeding 1 month. Most of the offences were for 
larceny and petty theft. Only one death occurred in these 
schools during the past 12 months. There were 504 discharges 
during the 3 years 1893, 1894, 1895 ; 11 of these have since died, 
and up to the present 449 are reported as doing well, 4 were 
doubtful, 30 as having been re-convicted of crime. Nothing has 
been ascertained about 6 of them, and 4 have been committed to 
Industrial Schools. There is at present no school existing for 
Protestant girls. Some difficulty has been experienced in knowing 
where to send a young Protestant female girl who has been con- 
victed of some crime which would not justify the committing 
Magistrates or Judges in sending her to prison. I have learned 
that some very influential gentlemen in the city of Belfast have 
taken the matter up, and are considering the best means of 
opening a Protestant female school there, and of providing means 
of maintaining it, which is the chief obstacle in the way, as 
theGoyemment Grant, together with any Grand Jury rate in aid 
which is received, is not sufficient to maintain a school in which 
there would he so few children confined.

The above return shows an increase of 64 at the end of 1896 
over 1895 ; this is owing to there having been some increases to 
certificates in 1896. Fifty was added to Carriglea Park on 1st 
April, 1896, and on same date the certificate for St. George’s 
Industrial School, Limerick, was increased from 8U to 1 00. 

The new school of St. Columba, Killybegs, County Donegal, 
was certified for 100 boys on 20th February, 1896, and imme- 
diately after about 20 boys were admitted into it. The new school 
at Abbeyville was also opened last year for the reception of 50 
children, who were transferred from Crumlin-road, where they 
were in excess. St. John’s Home Protestant Female School in 
Cork was closed on the 30th March, 1896, and at the same time 
an increase of 10 was made to the Training Home School in the 
Bame city. The school at Hampton House had 36 added to its 
certificate, but the new buildings were not completed in time to 
receive inmates during the year. 

Fifty-five deaths occurred out of the total number under 
detention, whilst there were 89 the year before, making a diminu- 
tion in the mortality of 34, although there were a larger number 
under detention. This speaks well for the sanitary conditions 
of the schools, and for the great care and vigilance taken by 
the Managers and their staffs in regard to the health of the 
inmates.

This return shows that the amounts received from the Treasury 
and from the Grand Juries are in excess of those received the 
year before ; this is due to an increase in some of the certificates 
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for these schools. Considerably more than half the receipts come 
from the Treasury. Ten years ago the grant from this source 
amounted to £89,5S0 11s. 9 d., so that the Government rate in 
aid has increased by £8,536 17s. 7 d. during that period.
